FORTY DAYS OF SNOW. 


Jemarkable Cold. Winters in tho 


Paat. 


tii;ltnt!ni American. 


The following statistics of the good 


Id winters are curious: In 408 the 
Hack sea was entirely frozen over, 
n Tfil, not only the Black Sea but 
he straits of the Dardenelles were 
rozen over: the snow in some places 
osfl fifty feet high. In S22 the great 
rivers of Europe—tho Danube and 
Clbe, etc. -were so hard frozen as to 
war heavy wagons for a month. 
In 


>00 the Adriatic was frozen. 
In 091 


•vorvthing was frozen; tho crops to- 
dlly failed, and famine and pesti- 
ence closed the" year. In 1067 the 
most of the travelers were frozen to 
leath on the roads. In 1133 the Po 
was frozen from Cremona to the son; 
he wine casks were burst, and even 
he trees split by the action of the 
rost with immense noise. 


In 1236 the Danube was frozen to 


he bottom, and remained long in 
hat state. In 1316 the crops wholly 
'ailed in Germany; wheat, which 
some years before sold in England at 


the quarter, rose to £2. In 1839 


,he crops failed in Scotland, and 
such a famine ensued that the poor 
were reduced to feed on grass, and 
many perished 
miserably in the 


ields. 
The successive winters of 


1432-33-34 were uncommonly severe, 
[t once snowed forty days without 
interruption. 
In 1408 the wine dis- 


tributed to the soldiers in Flanders 
was cut with hatchets. 


In 1084 the winter was excessively 


cold. 
Most of the hollies were killed. 


Coaches drove along the Thames, the 
ice of which was eleven inches thick. 
In 1709 occurred the cold winter. 
The frosts penetrated three yards 
into the ground. 
In 1715 booths 


were erected and fairs he!d on the 
Thames. 
In 1744 and 1745 the 


strongest ale in England, exposed to 
the air, was covered in less than fif- 
teen minutes with ice an eighth of 
an inch thick. In 1809 and again in 
1812 the winters wore remarkably 
cold. 
In 1814 there was a fair on 


the frozen Thames.

GUITEATTS BONES. 


A Midnitfht Resurrection from a 
Jail-Yard—HOTS' the Doctors 
Treated the Captured 
Corpse. 


Wasfiingiun Star. ' 


The story of the resurrection of. 


Guiteau has never yet been fully de- 
tailed. 
Before the day for the exe- 


cution arrived, it had been arranged 
that the body would not remain 
many days in the grave. The Rev. 
Dr. Hicks, to whom Guiteau had 
;iven his body, determined in his 
wn mind tha't the Army Medical 
Museum would be the only safe place 
'or it. Dr. Schafhirt, the anatomist 
of the museum, being satisfied that 


body would eventually find its 


vay to the museum, when he went 
to the jail on the day of the execu- 


n was prepared to at least par- 


tially embalm the body, and at the 
autopsy prepared the fleshy portions 
of the head, the abdomen, aud the 
horax, so that the remains would 
not become too much decomposed 
ere they reached the museum. 
The 


trains having been taken out, the 
op of the skull was replaced, and 
;he scalp, which had been drawn 
down over the face, was drawn back 
M its proper place, and the body, 
with the exception of a blue spot on 
each temple whore the scalp was 
Linged, presented a perfectly natural 
appearance when it was again placed 
in the coffin, in which it was interred 
tho following day in tbe basement 
room of the east wing of the jail. 


The arrangements for the resur- 


rection and removal were quietly 
made on Monday, July 3. On the 
night in question, about 9 .o'clock, 
Dr. Schafhirt and Dr. S. C. Lovejoy 
proceeded to the jail. The iron 
doorway leading to the basement be- 
ing opened, Mr. Enss and Dr. Sohaf 
hirt went in, Dr. Lovejoy stopping 
at the door and Capt. Coleman out 
side. There was no lantern used, 
but Mr. Russ lighted one match af- 
ter another, and it was found that, 
a colored man had dug out the earth 
exposing tho top of the coffin, arounc 
which the earth—which was of mixed 
sand and gravel—had been tightly 
rammed, and it was found necessary 
to use a crowbar and pick to loosen 
it. Then others of the party came 
in. 
One of the nowcomers, a man o: 


superb physique, over six foot in 
height and of herculean strength 
jumped down into the grave, abou 
five feet deep, and, by using the 
crowbar as a lover, started the foo 
of the coffin, which was lifted from 
its place nnd at once borne to the 
wagon and placed in tho case. 
The 


party then left the jail. 
After them 


camp the wagon to the street. 
As 


the parties eoparated, one with th' 
coveted corpse nnd the others with 
faces toward the jail, it would have 
been difficult to determine who wer< 
best satisfied with the transfer, those 
parting with the body, or those who 
had it in possession en route to the 
museum. Just as the wagon disap 
peared around the inclosure of th 
old eastern burial ground, tho part' 
at the jail broke out in a laugh, Jim 
one of them is reported to have given 
vont to his feelings by dancing a jig 
The guards inside all tho while wen 
in blissful ignorance of what hac 
been going on. 


On the return to the city, driving 


slowly along tho avenue, tho sharj 
report of a pistol, fired in honor o 
tho approaching Independence day 
caused the horse to start, and for i 
hhort distance it ran rapidly. 
Somi 


of the police who saw it were on thi 
ove of attempting to overtake it. I 
was about 11:15 o'clock when th< 
wugon stopped at the corner of Ninth 
and E. streets. 
Already had the 


juvrriilo portion of the citizens com 
raenced to celebrate tha glorious 
fourth of July, and, as Dr. Hicks 
ahghte.l, the report of the firearms 
could be heard, with the fizzing o 
fireworks, some of them casting a 
glaw o£ light on tho pine case in the 
wagon. 
The wagon was then driven 


to the mouth of tho alloy of F street 
between Ninth and Tenth, from 
whence Booth, after shooting Presi 
dent Lincoln, made his escape in 
April, 1SO,">, and Dr. Schafhirt, giv 
ing the lines to Mr. Ball, went to the 
front door of the museum, where he 
was admitted by Mr. A. H. Gawler 
and the two going into the cellar 
opened tho iron doors in the rear 
and placed the skids in position 
Tho wagon by this time had been 
backed up, and the outside parties 
placing the coffin on the skid it was 
slid down the cellar and placed in a 
glass case. Hero the body was a( 
once taken out of the coffin, denuded 
of its clothing, and placed in a vat 
or barrel of alcohol. 


Owing to the fact that at the time 


the furnaces were being repaired it 
was allowed to remain here some 
four or five days. 


Then Dr. Schafhirt used the "rap- 


id maceration" process—the parts in 
glass jars having artificial heat ap- 
plied at less than the boiling point 
for about sixty hours—which re- 
quires constant attention, but which 
prepares the bone to be taken out 
perfectly clean, when nothing else 
is required but to treat them with 
sulphuric ether to take out what 
grease may remain in them. Much 
of the work upon them was done at 
night, and in ten days they were 
ready for articulation, all the work 
being done by Dr. Schafhirt alone, 
ho having declined all proffered as- 
sistance. 
When the skull had been 


cleaned, and before it was really dry, 
it was given to Mr. Flinu, the custo- 
dian and crauiologist of the museum, 
who made the measurements of the 
angles and depressions. It was then 
passed to Dr. Lamb, who had it in 
his possession for two weeks. With 
this exception none of the bones have 
been out of the custody of Dr. Schaf- 
hirt since their resurrection. 
They 


are perfectly white, and have been 
prepared in the highest style of art, 
and as soon as they have been form- 
ally passed to the museum will be 
articulated.
